A storm of blizzard intensity 
howled into the East today, 
leaving

It was the worse storm of a 
bitter winter, and threatened 
to go down in the record books 
in some cities.

Fatalities included nine in 
New Jersery, six in Pennsyl­ 
vania, four each in Missouri, 
Ohio and Colorado, three in

Other 
towns were completely isolat­ 
ed. A bus company canceled

were closed in dozens of states 
and life in scores of cities was 
held to almost a standstill. 
The storm slammed into the 
east today, hitting New York 
City with blizzard ferocity. Gale 
50 miles per 
hour drove the snow up the 
New England coast, drifting 
the snow and lashing the tides 
high above normal. 
In the southland, it snowed 
as far south as Penscola, Fla..

Stewart Says He W as One Of Few 


Opposing Realty Initiative Drive 


Marin’s real estate delegation 
to San Diego was split in its 
vote on an initiative constitu­ 
tional am endment a i m e d at 
nullifying the 
Rumford Fair 
Housing Act. 
Joe H. Stewart of Corte Ma­ 
dera said he was one of the 
few who voted against the in­ 
itiative sponsored by the Cali­ 
fornia

Estate Assn. “ I 
doubt if more than 10 or 15 
voted against it.” said Stewart. 
An overwhelming majority 
of the 1,000 s t a t e directors 
voted to continue sponsoring 
the initiative movement against 
the Rumford Act. 
Stewart said his was ‘‘strictly 
a protest vote.” He said he does 
not think the issue was fully 
discussed in the open—that no 
real effort was made to bring 
speakers who are opposed to 
the initiative. 
Edward P. Ward of Tiburon 
said he voted with the majority 
to reaffirm the CREA’s stand 
to go ahead with the initiative 
movement. Ward said he is not

One man was killed and another rescued today as 
a ditch in Belvedere caved in. They were working side 
by side in an eight-foot deep dugout, laying rock for 
a sewer pipe. 
Thomas Fenton, 28. of 2015 Fifth Avenue, San Ra­ 
fael, was pronounced dead in the ditch by Dr. Charles 
E. Keyes shortly after 10 a.m. 
His co-worker, Charles Baker, 23, a Petaluma lab­ 
orer, was reported to be in “fair condition*’ today at 
Marin General Hospital, suffering bruises and cuts. 
William ( \ Bradley, assistant county coroner, is 
investigating the cause of Fenton’s death. 
Both men were covered with soil from the sides 
of the ditch following the cave-in at about 10 a.m. No 
other workmen were in the ditch. 
Truck driver Francis Butterworth of Marin City 
reported he saw the earth cave-in while he was work­ 
ing nearby.

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What Next With Cigarettes After Cancer Report? 


WASHINGTON 
— The! 
American fmoker-still linger­ 
ing over the grim facts of a 
federal report branding ciga 
rettes a health hazard — ta! 
center stage to a big audience 
this week. 
Legislators, investors, tobac­ 
co growers, cigarette manufac­ 
turers. legal and health author-! 
Ities want to know first and 
foremost; Will he quit or not'* 
Will he cut down0 What will j 
happen to cigarette sales? 
Just how loud will the public; 
reaction to the federal report 
be? 
On those questions hinge a 


number of important decisions 
in coming days 
The tobacco companies have i 
been invited to meet with the 
Television Code Review Board 
in Miami Beach Jan. 22-23. Sub­ 
ject: The federal report and 
what it means to cigarette ad­ 
vertising on television. 
The American Cancer Soci­ 
ety’s board of directors meets 
this month to assess education­ 
al campaigns against cigarette 
smoking, called by the federal 
report the major cause of lung 
cancer, the leading fatal malig­ 
nancy in men 
Several bills will be intro­ 


duced designed to better arm 
federal agencies to regulate the 
sale and advertising of ciga­ 
rettes and to force the caution­ 
ary labeling of cigarettes as po­ 
tentially hazardous. 
Federal courts may be the 
scene of another test of the 
scientific report 
Will it en­ 
courage further damage suits 
against tobacco companies by 
lung cancer victims? Will it 
improve their chance of col­ 
lecting? 
The new report— 14 months 
in the making—cited cigarette 
smoking as the major cause of 
lung cancer, a significant cause 


of cancer of the larynx, and as-| 
sociatcd it with a number of 
other ailments. 
And there was an association i 
—but not yet a proof of cause| 
—between cigarettes and heart 
and blood vessel disease, and 
peptic ulcers. 
So strong is the evidence of 
health hazard, the committee 
said, that it called for correc­ 
tive action. 
The surgeon general’s Advi-1 
sory Committee on Smoking 
and Health surprised most ob­ 
servers with the strength of its 
denunciation of cigarette smok­ 
ing. Even an official of the 


American Cancer Society, long 
an enemy of cigarettes, said he 
was pleasantly surprised by the 
forthrightness of the report. 


But there appeared to be 
initial caution on the part of 
regulatory federal agencies- 
despite assurances the report 
would he studied closely and 
that there would he no foot- 
dragging in filling what the 
scientific committee called a 
need for remedial action. 


The Tobacco Institute speak­ 
ing for the industry, reiterated 
earlier stands it has made to 
the lung cancer charges. 


George V. Allen, institute 
president, said that the surgeon 
general’s r e p o r t would get 
careful study and that it was 
not the last chapter in the ciga 
rette story. He called for more 
research. 


Few persons close to the situ­ 
ation— even avowed enemies of 
smoking—consider the possibil­ 
ity of a prohibition of ciga­ 
rettes Even Sen Maurine Neu- 
berger, tD-Ore i, said in her re­ 
cent book attacking smoking 
that prohibition w o u l d n o t 
work. 


But she does plan to intro­ 


duce two bills this week, one to 
put a cautionary label on ciga­ 
rettes, the other to start a fed­ 
eral e d u c a t i o n a l program 
against cigarette smoking. 


The success of either pro­ 
posal in Congress will certainly 
depend on public demand, and 
how heavy it weighs against a 
7.3 billion-dollar-a-year indus­ 


try and the economic Impact 
on 750,000 tobacco-producing 
farm families. 


Sales slid when the American 
Cancer Society in 1054 linked 
smoking to a shorter life, lung 


sales soon recovered. 


In the United States aales of 
cigarettes continue to g r o w 
each year. And so do the num­ 
bers of deaths from lung can­ 
cer. The yearly toll is now 
41.000. 


Tobacco stocks on the New 
York Stock Exchange, h o w - 
ever, have never quite got over 
the traumatic linkage of ciga­ 
rettes and lung canceT. The 
levels are on the low side of 
some middle ground, and far 
from historic highs.

NEW DELHI. India i.F—The 
theft of a sacred Moslem relic 
in Kashmir has mushroomed 
into the w o r s t outbreak of 
Hindu-Moslcm violence since 
hundreds of thousands were 
killed in the 1947 massacres 
that followed partitioning of 
the Indian subcontinent. 
Hindus are killing Moslems 
in Calcutta. India’s largest city, 
and Moslems are killing Hindus 
in villages of East Pakistan, 
just east of Calcutta. Both In­ 
dian and Pakistani g o v e r n ­ 
ments are reluctant to disclose 
the full horror of what is hap­ 
pening. partly for fear that the 
violence will spread. 
The official death toll in the 
Calcutta area was 75 yesterday. 
There have been periodic 
outbreaks of violence in both 
countries. 


Sequoia National Park, Cali­ 
fornia, includes 32 groves of 
sequoia trees, largest and old­ 
est living things on earth. 


None has been as bad as 
what began last week. It was 
touched off by the theft Dec. 
26 in Srinagar, capital of the 
Indian-controlled part of Kash­ 
mir. of a hair believed to be 
from the head of the Prophet 
Mohammed. 
Pakistani officials charged 
the theft was part of an effort 
to subjugate Kahmir’s M o s ­ 
lems. They refused to believe 
the Indian announcement Jan. 
4 that the hair had been found. 
At Khulna, East Pakistan. 75 
miles east of Calcutta, a dem­ 
onstration protested a g a i n s t 
the theft. What happened next 
is unclear, but there was vio­ 
lence. 
T h e Pakistani government 


denied the violence was of a 
religious nature. But Calcutta 
newspapers began publishing 
reports from refugees that Mos­ 
lems had butchered Hindus be­ 
cause of the prophet’s hair. 
That set Calcutta aflame. 
History indicates the frenzy 
will pass off soon. But history 
also indicates it will return 
again. 


WASHINGTON MP» — The 
Democratic party has taken a 
big step toward solving one of 
its convention problems, that 
o f 
proportionate 
represents-; 
tion. But another problem has. | 
if anything, been aggravated. 
The party began in 1952 to 
ignore the fact that some states 
were growing and others were 
losing population. The result: 
Some smaller states had a dis­ 
proportionately loud voice in 
the convention. 
There were two ways to cor- j 
rect this situation: Take votes 
away from some states or give 
votes to others. The first seem 
ed too painful. So Saturday the 
Democratic National Commit­ 
tee approved a vote allocation 
formula for the 1964 conven­ 
tion which recognizes both pop­ 
ulation and zeal for the party— 
and greatly increases the num­ 
ber of votes to be cast. 
But the other problem, size 
of the convention, is thornier 
than ever. 
To cast the 2,316 votes auth­ 
orized for the August conven­ 
tion, the committee approved 
3,056 delegates and 2.208 al­ 
ternatives. This m e a n s that 
about 5,264 of them will be 
floating around Atlantic’s mam­ 
moth Convention Hall, com­ 
pared with 4,509 four years ago 
in Los Angeles. As usual at 
Democratic conventions, most 
will be casting only one-half of 
a vote. 
By contrast, the Republican 
convention in S a n Francisco 
will have only 1.308 delegates, 
to cast a like number of votes. 
| Another 1,308 alternates are 
authorized, meaning that physi­ 
cally the GOP convention will 
be about half as large as the 
Democratic conclave. 
Democratic leaders say they 


don't mind. The additional al­ 
ternates and delegates g i v e 
them more openings to spread 
among the party faithful, But 
convention floor managers may 
be gnashing their teeth come 
August. 


Here’s how the vote alloca­ 
tion formula adopted Saturday 
works: 


Each state will get three con­ 
vention votes for each elec* 
torial vote. Since the Electorial 
College is based mostly on pop­ 
ulation, this helps solve the 
representation problem. 


Likewise, each state gets a 
convention vote for every 100,- 
000 Democratic votes cast In 
1960. Thus bigger states with 
more voters will benefit. 


Furthermore, each state vot­ 
ing the Kennedy-Johnson ticket 
in 1960 wil get a bonus of 10 
votes.

It isn't because his credit is 
not good, because it Is the best 
in the world. He is sure to pay. 
It isn't because he is fussy 
about what he buys, because he 
buys everything that a city of 
12.000 people would use both 
in their daily lives and in keep­ 
ing the city running. 
Each year he spends between 
eight and nine million dollars, 
but is able to spend only 40 to 
45 per cent of this amount in 
Marin County. An equal amount 
goes to other Bay Area coun­ 
ties.

Alcatraz Bridge Anchorage 
Suggestion Makes Sense 


I THINK WE'RE BEING FOLLOWED! 


San Francisco Mayor John F. Shel* 
ley s suggestion last week that Alcatraz 
Island might make a suitable anchorage 
for a new bridge between Marin and 
San Francisco makes sense. 
Right off the bat it brought favorable 
comment from Rudy Peltersen. a for­ 
mer southern Marin supervisor who 
now makes his home in San Geronimo 
Valley. 
“I’ve been preaching that for fears,” 
said Pettersen. 
The San Francisco end of the bridge 
should be in the vicinity of Acquatic 
Park, he says. And the Marin anchorage 
should be on the tip of the Tiburon Pen­ 
insula. Angel Island should be an an­ 
chorage, too. he adds, “with a tunnel 
through it just like the Bay B r i d g e 
through Yerba Buena ” 
And what are Pettersen s credentials 
for making such judgments? 
He claims he's the only man still liv­ 
ing who worked on the Golden Gate 
Bridge from start to finish. He won an 
initial contract for some of the first test 
borings for Golden Gate Bridge foot­ 
ings. 
He wound up skippering a kind of 
floating machine shop required to com­ 
plete bridge construction. 
What about the opposition of Belve­ 
dere and Tiburon residents to a bridge 
w hich they fear may interfere with their 
marine view and dump loads of vehicu­ 
lar traffic in their area? 
“That’s simple.” says Pettersen. “You 


just put the freeway on the other side 
of the peninsula and you don’t have the 
first freeway exit until you get beyond 
C alifornia City.” 
This idea apparently does not jibe 
with the State Division of Highways 
view 
because 
the 
state 
h i g h w a y 
leading to such a bridge is being con­ 
structed on the more populous side of 
the peninsula. 
But Pettersen's suggestion m a k e s 
sense, if it is feasible from the engi­ 
neering standpoint. 
“ I’ve been preaching.” Pettersen re­ 
calls. “that they shouldn't m o n k e y 
around doubling*up the Golden Gate 
Bridge. It just makes too much unneces­ 
sary traffic in Southern Marin and 
through the Marina in San Francisco. 
It makes more sense to come across the 
bay directly.” 
He is unquestionably right there. 
Finally, Pettersen observes that a 
bridge anchorage on Angel Island would 
make that state park accessible for use 
and enjoyment by far more people. 
He is undeniably correct there, too. 
Pettersen also observes that some of 
the 
monuments 
being 
proposed 
for 
Alcatraz Island might be better suited 
to Angel Island state park. 
Whether we have a newly installed 
mayor and an ex-supervisor speaking 
the same language remains to be seen. 
But what they have said so far makes 
sense and deserves serious considera­ 
tion.

Rockefeller, then the only an­ 
nounced candidate for presi­ 
dent in either party, made 
the next move, although it 
didn’t initiate w ith the Rocke­ 
feller group. 
S a n F r a n c i s c o Mayor 
George Christopher made a 
radio talk in which he talked 
pro-Rockefeller. 
Saying he had detected a 
“remarkable change in senti­ 
ment’’ 
favoring 
the 
New 
York chief executive. Chris­ 
topher claimed: ‘ The vaunt­ 
ed 
strength 
that 
Senator 
Goldwater enjoyed . . . has 
been significantly dissipated " 
And he added that if the 
trend continued, “it is reas­ 
onable to assume that the

his predecessor’s plans, alien­

the 
Democratic 
Left 
which usually looks upon big 
spending as the heart of their 
brand of political liberalism? 


THE 
BLUNT TRUTH 
is 
that some of the Democratic 
Left is displeased and unhap­ 
py. But they have no place 
to go in the presidential elec­ 
tion except to Johnson’s side. 
Thus the president is taking 
little political risk by mov­ 
ing fiscally to the political 
center. Furthermore, he is so 
ardently

How Can We Have A-Subs When 


We Still Need To Fight Indians? 


WASHINGTON — The De­ 
fense Department has an­ 
nounced that they are closing 
down many military estab­ 
lishments 
in 
the 
United 
States in order to save money. 
Some of these bases, accord­ 
ing to the Pentagon, have 
outlived 
their 
usefulness. 
When the news reached Cap­ 
itol Hill, there were howls of 
indignation from our distin­ 
guished legislators. 
To find out what all the 
screaming was about, we in­ 
terviewed Congressman Mi­ 
chael O’Lobby from the State 
of Indignation. 


“ IS IT TRUE, sir, that you 
are very upset about the De­ 
fense Department's decision 
to close down military estab­ 
lishments 
in 
the 
United 
States?” 
“You can bet your sweet 
life I am,” O'Lobby replied. 
“ I’m as economy-minded as 
the next congressman, but 
when the Defense Depart­ 
ment plays with the safety 
of our American citizens in 
the name of fiscal expedi­ 
ency, then I say there should 
be an investigation.” 


“ IS THERE ANY particular 
military establishment that 
you are concerned about?” 
“ I certainly am. I am con­ 
cerned about the closing of 
Fort Little Squaw at the 
mouth of the Ripahoodah 
River in my district. The 
closing of this establishment 
is one of the most dangerous 
military 
mistakes 
in 
our 
world-wide defense strategy.” 
“ What function does Fort 


Little Squaw play in our de­ 
fense?” 
“ I’m surprised you would 
ask that. Fort Little Squaw 
is the only fort west of the 
Mississippi to protect us from 
savage Indians.” 
“ Indians? But there are no 
savage Indians in the United 
States any more.” 


“ OF COURSE NOT. Not as 
long as Fort Little Squaw is 
in existence. But just close 
the fort and see what hap­ 
pens. Why, they’ll come up 
the Ripahoodah River, over­ 
run the plains, and before 
you know it, they’ll threaten 
Grand Rapids, Detroit and 
Cincinnati.” 
“ I didn’t realize they posed 
such a threat.” 
“ Apparently no one in the 
Defense Department is aware 
of it, either. But the threat 
to America is not from with­ 
out but from within, and be­ 
lieve me, son, you couldn't 
set yourself up for a better 
Communist conspiracy than 
by closing Fort Little Squaw.” 
“Communist conspiracy? I 
didn't know the Indians were 
tied up with a Communist 
conspiracy.” 
‘Then why do they call 
themselves Redskins?” 
“ I never thought of that.” 


“ OUR NATIONAL defense 
is based on a deterrent. The 
greatest deterrent we have 
against the Indians is the 
cavalry at Fort Little Squaw. 
If we close the fort, the In­ 
dians will swoop down on 
Chicago, scalping, massacr­ 
ing, pillaging, and setting 


fire to everything In sight.* 
“ It sounds terrible,” we 
said. 
“ You only have to watch 
television to see how terrible 
it could be. Fort Little Squaw 
is the last log cabin in this 
nation.” 
“You make a very strong 
case for this particular mili­ 
tary establishment,” we said. 


“ I PLAN TO 
MAKE 
a 
stronger case at the next 
Armed Services Committee 
hearing. If the Defense De­ 
partment 
doesn’t 
see 
the 
military value of Fort Little 
Squaw, then I will not be 
able to see the value of any 
new nuclear submarines.” 
“ I hope they change their 
minds.” 
‘They’d better, or no white 
man will ever be able to sail 
safely up the 
Ripahoodah 
River again.”

Action Due 


W A S H IN G T O N fJB — Legis­ 
lation to set guidelines for the 
còsta of recreational and wild­ 
life facilities at federal water 
projects in the West may get 
through Congress this year. 
A House interior subcommit­ 
tee plans to resume considera­ 
tion Jan. 27 of a bill which 
would establish a formula for 
w riting off or repaying 
the 
costa of such facilities. 


The bill, introduced by Rep. 
W a y n e Aspinall (D-Colo.) at 
the request of the Kennedy 
administration, would also give 
the Interior Department auth­ 
ority to develop such facilities 
at projects under its control. 
Aspinall, chairman 
of the 
House Interior Committee, told 
his colleagues that lack of uni­ 
form policies governing the al­ 
location of recreational costs 
has hurt the reclamation cause 
in Congress.

M arin property tax payers 
during the present fiscal year 
will pay $7.421.751 to help sup­ 
port a $16.998.603 Marin Coun­ 
ty budget. In no other county 
in the state are the property 
owners called upon to hear 
such a high percentage of the 
cost of the budget, according 
to State Controller Alan Crans­ 
ton. 
Marin County’s budget in 
creased in the 1963*64 fiscal 
vear by 19.56 per cent over the 
previous year. In o n l y one 
other county. Yolo, was there 
a larger increase in a year. 
Yet the county tax rate of j 
$2.255 per $ 1 0 0 assessed valua­ 
tion is only slightly above aver 
age for the state The median 
rate is about $2 .2 ?. 
The figures, which include 
the Marin County Library D is­ 
trict 
as a part oi the total I 
b u d g e t , are included in a 
statistical s u m m a r y recently j 
issued by the state controller's 
office. 
T h e r e are several factors 
pointing to the heavy load on 
the taxpayer, a c c o r d i n g to 
C o u n t y Adm inistrator Alan 
Bruce, but the major factor is 
the low welfare budget in M a ­ 
rin County, which has the high 
cst personal income rate in the 
state. 
Since welfare costs are large­ 
ly borne by the t a x p a y e r 
. through the federal and state 
budgets, a low welfare budget 
means sim ply »hat less state 
and federal money is coming 
I into the county. 


The total budgel per capitk 
is low. Bruce commented, and 
so is the total number of coun­ 
ty employees per 
1.000 resi­ 
dents. about four per 1.000 
The second county, in terms 
of proportion of the budget 
paid for from property taxes is 
Contra Costa, which has a rela­ 
tively high welfare budget 
In 
that county. 43.37 per cent of 
the budget comes from prop­ 
erty taxes, compared to 43,66 
per cent in Marin. 
But Contra Costa, with many 
persons living in the unincorp­ 
orated area has some special 
problems, according to the re- 
port. Its 1.000 mile* of county 
roads cost 7.5 million dollars 
to maintain, compared to a 1 8 
million dollar road budget for 
M arin 
Another reason for the high 
s u p p o r t from the taxpayer, 
Bruee remarked, is the money 
being put each year into a 
capital improvements accrual 
fund, to be used partly this 
year to start the residential 
treatment c e n t e r near the 
Juvenile Hall, but to be used 
mostly, in a few years, for the 
second wing of the Civic Cen­ 
ter. 


On the b u d g e t increase, 
Bruce said, “ A c t u a l l y , the 
budget is now about where it 
should be to do the things the 
county must do if it is to serve 
the people efficiently.” 
He p r e d i c t e d future in­ 
creases would 
stay more in 
line with increases in popula­ 
tion and assessed valuation.

Instead of Irv­ 
ing to fit the dress in to fit the 
waist, which would only make 
the bust and hips seem larger, 
m ake a one inch casing on the 
wrong side of the dress, cither 
around the entire waistline, or 
for about 8 inches each side of 
the side seams You can put a 
piece of elastic in the casing 
and make it ti<4ht enough to 
draw the dress in for a nice 
fit.

it firmly. 
One of the facts we usually 
forget is that the synthetic fab­ 
rics don t look quite as pressed 
or smooth as your all cotton, 
silk, or whatever.

Your Sewing Glossary: Vi 
vella— A fabric that is made of 
a combination of wool and cot­ 
ton. It is woven in Great Brit­ 
ain, especially p o p u l a r for 
sport shirts and casual wear 
because of its appearance of 
wool and yet the lightweight 
comfort of cotton. It is also 
hand washable which gives it 
an added asset.

His theory is one of “olfac­ 
t o r y - gustatory mentation,”

Brazil Launches Campaign 


For Preventive Measures

KIO DE JANEIRO fW PS>-! 
Fifteen 
deadly 
endcmit 
di 
seases constantly menace the 
lives of the poverty-stricken 
millions of Latin America, it 
was disclosed at 
the recent t 
Third National Health Confer­ 
ence of Brazil. 


This country, whose 72 mil­ 
lion inhabitants constitute one- 
half of the entire population of 
South America, >s launching a 
campaign to increase preven 
tive measures, with the help 
of the U.S. medical assistance 
program which has been in op­ 
eration here for more than a 
decade. 


Here are the dread diseases 
as listed by the Health Minis 
try: 


Elephantiasis, is character­ 
ized by a swelling of the legs 
to horribly elephantine size. It 
is caused by the bites of any 
one of scores of insects which 
carry a parasite that invades 
and lives in the victim’s blood 
stream. 
Brazil has reduced incidence 
of this disease in several areas, 
and plans treatm ent of 60,000 
%'ictims in 1964. 
Bubo, which alflicts more 
‘ than a million Brazilians. Bubo 
is a swelling of the lymph 
glands, usually in the arm pits 
or groin. It progresses to an 
almost constant supuration that 
weakens the victim. Brazil has 
treated 641,756 victims of bubo! 
during the past six years. 
Brucelosis. w hich causes loss 
of weight and anemia, spreads 
to humans from animals and. 
in Brazil, is even transmitted 
by bees. To reduce this afflic­ 
tion. Brazil is conducting sys­ 
tematic vaccination of horses 
cattle and other domestic ani­ 
mals. 
Chagas Disease is spread by 1 
an insect called "the kissing 
bug” because its bite is light 
as an angel’s kiss. While feed­ 
ing on the blood ol its victim, 
it passes on a parasite that 
weakens the hear1 to a spongy 
wreck; the liver and other or­ 
gans are also affected Death 
results, usually within 10 years, 
and medical science has yet to 
discover a cure for it. 
In the backlands of Brazil, 
people keep cats in their homes 
to ward off Chauas disease. 
They believe that cats can 
see the insects in the dark and 
kill them before they can bite 
sleeping victims. 
This has been a strictly Latin 
American ailment, but the in­ 
flux of Cubans and 
Puerto 
Ricans into the U S. during the 
past decade has raised fears 
in medical circles that it might 
spread here. 
Leishmaniosis, 
transmitted 
by the bite of an insect, is usu­ 
ally found in the membranes of 
the nose and mouth, later pass­ 
ing to the intestines, with death 
following. In Brazil the disease 
is also transm itted by dogs. In 
the past six years 1,353 victims 
were treated. 
Trachoma, an infectious di­ 
sease affecting the eyes, begins 


with inflammation and rxccs*j 
sivc watering a n d e n d s i n 
blindness. In 179 counties of 
northeastern Brazil trachoma 
was found in 30 per cent of the 
population 


Ancylostomiasis i hookworm > 
is one of the greatest menaces 
to Latinos It is estimated that 
there are 50 million carriers in 
Brazil alone 


Pest (the plague> is one of 
the highly infectious fatal di­ 
seases passed on by carriers 
such as rats and cockroaches, 
which abound by the millions 
in such cities as Rio dc Janeiro. 
Santos and other coastal ports. 


Malaria is the most wide­ 
spread of the endemic diseases, j 
but the incidence rate is gradu­ 
ally 
being 
reduced 
through 
sanitary 
and 
swamp-control 
measures, made possible by 
U.S. financial aid. 


Tuberculosis a n d smallpox 
hit Brazilians hard, in spite of 
the most ardent efforts to com-' 
bat these two slave rs. Millions 
of Latinos are vaccinated an­ 
nually and given tuberculosis 
treatment. 


Leprosy is widespread but 
well under control in Brazil, 
where preventive as well as 
therapeutic measures are cf 
fcctively used 
Typhoid fever, syphilis and 
diptlieria 
occasionally 
reach 
epidemic proportions. Especi­ 
ally energetic efforts are made 
throughout Latin America to 
control syphilis, but they have 
not been very effective. 
Ministry of health techni­ 
cians say frankly that the con­ 
tinued existence of these en­ 
demic 
diseases 
is 
a 
conse­ 
quence of Brazil's archaic agri­ 
cultural structure. 
The big landow ners, predom -, 
inant in the farm picture, have 
no incentive to provide drain­ 
age. sanitary systems and water 
management for the farm la­ 
bor. The result, particular^ in 
the northeastern and jungle 
regions closest to the Equator, 
is literally sub-human living 
conditions. 


The 
government 
seeks to 
break this vicious circle with 
increased education in home 
sanitation, improved drinking 
water, elimination of swamps 
a n d 
other 
insect 
breeding 
places, 
increased 
attacks on 
carriers, improved housing, etc. 
The Brazilian Health Minis­ 
try is optimistic about the fu­ 
ture and 
sees, 
in 
President 
Lyndon B. Johnson's promise 
of understanding cooperation 
and help for Latin America.
